quenges much pecutiary loss and damage. to
the'Gounty, - already staggering under two
heavy burdens. | If I am really blame wor-
thy in the matter of the failure to hold a
term of Court in October under the admin-
istration of ‘the newly appointed Judge, I
must geeds now suffer, or ought to suffer all
the evil eonsequences resulting from my neg-
lect, even to the judgement of fives and pen-
alties; but I trust you will grant me the
spacé nedéssary to vindicate myself if I am
able to do so, from the charge which seems
to bé Brought against my official character.

Oa the 13th of September, being then in
Vermont ¥ wtote to my Deputy here that
“f.any one should be appointed to the office
of ‘jadge in time to secure the Jury say be-
fore 2nd or 3d of October, to issue the writ
for the Jury, conferring with the Solicitor in
reference to it.”” On the 23d Sept I ad-
dressed the Solicitor (having heard mean-
while that Judge Farmer had been appoint-
ed, but bad not qualified) saying, “if he
does qualify please tell McGregor, to issue
the venire and I will be home.” Judge
Farmer came down to Walterboro from the
Capitol-where he had qualified at about the
10th of October, and on arriving at home
found a letter from the Solicitor, stating that
“there was much sickness in Beaufort, that
no jury had been summoned, aud little if any
preparation made for a term of Court. there
being but six prisoners in the jail.” Singu-
Jarly coough, and most unaccountably, the
Jetter sent by me to my deputy never has
come to hand, and the one that should have
reached Major Wiggin by the 27th Sept.
was only placed in his hands on Oct 11th.

Moreover Judge Farmer would not have
remained here—as he himself publicly stat-
éd—had a jury been in attendance any long-
er than to have dismissed them to their
homes. As it was, the Judge did not even
remove his wearing apparel, during the
night of his stay, and left before ‘‘duy-
break” of the succeeding morning.

But the ehief allegation against the dere-
et Clerk is the loss,—the expense—entailed
upon our poor County. By his forgetiul-
ness of duty, of ineow petence. Let us make
a trial balance. First the county loses the
cost of keeping six prisoners—say till Fely.
term, or one hundred days at $40 for each,
$240. Ilad venires been issued, and jar

“yors and witnesses been in attendance ior
two days only, in the event of the Judge de-
clining to hold Court—as he declared he
should have done—the Courty bills would
have been at Teast €000. ITad he on the
other hand gone on with the Term, and
‘convicted six men, at a cost of 300 to $50
dollars more, the whole of them might very
likely have been sentenced to the County
Jail where they now lie, and would the ex-
pense of their maintenance have been less-
ened ‘‘by their trial?”’

I do not pretend to be faultless either as a
private citizen or as a public officer, but I do
assume that since I have been in my pres-

ent position—and for a long course of public

ervice antecedent to 1868, in which I have
occupie 1 here, in Beaufort—I have en-

Kavored to fulfil the duty pertaining to each

station, as best I might. If, while I was
acting for and among the masses of my col-
ored friends at Port Royal in military times,
there had been cause for my being sent out
of the Department even—as some were—
the Commanding officer would doubtless
have used his power, and disgrace his undu-
tiful subordinate ; and if now there is just
cause for the censure of the people to be vis-
ted upon my head, I am willing to bear it.

I came back from my northern visit vastly

improved in general health, much better fit-
ted for any future labor, and ready to do
whatever 1 may for the good of our County,
and my only wish ip regard to those who
seemn disposéato arraign wy official conduct
or misconduct 18, that each one of them
might have the privileze of spending two as
happy month in the might of the natural
beauty, the culture and cuterprise of the
porth as I have done, whieh I am sure would
heal most of their physical if not their mor-
al and mental distresses.

THE COLLECTION AND DISTRIBUTION
OF THE SCHOOL TAX,

Attorney General Chamberlain makes the'
“following reply to certain questions submitt-
ed to him by the Superintendent of educa-
tion ;

Desr Sik—Yours of the 12th instant is
before me. You inquire, first, ‘“Whose du-
ty is it to assess school taxes?"’

I answer that, in my opinion, it is the du-
ty of the county auditor.

You ask, second, “W?yse duty it is to col-
lect schbol district faxes?”

I answer that, in my opinion, it is the du-
ty of the county treasurer.

You ask third, “If any school district, at
its annual meeting, fails to raise the tax re-
quired by law, but at a special meeting legal-
ly called and legally assembled does raise
such tax, is such school distriet, by such act-
ion; entitled to'receive its portion of the ap
propriation made by the State for free com-
mon school purposes?”’

I answer that, in my opinion, a school dis-
trict, which complied with the law in hold-
ing a special meeting, and laying the neces-
sary tax for school purposes, would be enti-
titled to the same rights and privileges as if
this action had been tdkén at an annual
meeting, inasmuch as the law expressly pro-
vides for special as well as regular or annual
meetings.

You ask fourth, “Is that portion of the
law requiring the withholding from schoo
districts failing to raise the school district tax
required by Jaw {hei.q*poniqq of.thg State
appropriatiofts fof scliool putposes, constitu-
tional 7"’

I have carefully considered this question,
and it is my opinicn, as at present advised,
that this provision of the statute of 1871 -is
in contravention of the provisions section 5,]
article X, of the Constitution of the State,
which provides: First, that an annual tax
shall be collected upon all property through-
out the State for the support of public
schools; and second, that the school tax shall
be distributed among the several school dis-
tricts of the State in proportion to the re
spective number of pupils attending the
public schools. I cannot reach the conclu
sion that the Legislature are authorized, by
way of penalty or punishment for the: non-
performance of eertain duties*énjoined by
statute, to deprive any school district of that
portion of the school furd collected by the
State, to which it would be entitled under
the provisions of the constitution to which
I have referred. ;
